liceman. Calls of ‘“‘Halt!” failed to 
the park officials, who were bent upon find- 
ing out who was “encroaching upon their 
ground.”’ 

A volley from the pickets’ rifles quick’y 
put to flight the investigating party, how- 
ever, and one of the bullets struck a 14- 
year-old boy, Reuben Manly, in the right 
knee, inflicting a severe wound. 

The park officials fled to a patrol box 
and turned in a riot call. A foree of 20 ur 
30 pglicemen, armed with revolvers and 
clubS, hurried to the scene from the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station. When the officer in 
command saw the display of foree, eattling 
guns being po'nted his way over the en- 
trenchments, he ordered a retreat. The 
police immediately .seturned to the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station, where arrangements 
Were made to arm them with Winchester 
rifles, in an endeaveor to capture the 
Streeter forces. : 

Capt. Streeter claims to own the land, 
which, were the title clear, would be worth 
ge thirty and fifty millions of dollars. 
n 1883 Capt. Streeter and his wife were 
@tranded on a little sandbar a few yards 
from the shore at the foot of Superior 
Street. The spot was not down on the 
maps and the doughty navigator laid claim 
to the land and declared his right, being 
the whale population, to elect himself to 
all the offices which he, in framing a con- 
stitution, deemed the territory in need of. 

As the years passed the dumping of all 
forts of refuse and the earth washed 
up by the lake formed a large tract and 
Capt. Streeter became man of im- 
portance. 

With his importance and the increased 
value of the lands his troubles began. The 
tract became connected with the shore and 
owners of adjoining property resented the 

resence of Capt. Streeter and the retainers 
he had gathered about him. They carried 
the matter into court. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
Gecided that the land was within the ju- 
risdiction of the State of Illinois. Streeter 
thereupon offered the district to the federal] 
government. A year ago he organized un- 
der the name “District of Lake Michigan,’’ 
a territorial government, and elected him- 
Belf chief justice and to the other offices 
of importance. The police, however 
scended on him and his army of about 
fiftv men, and since then. up to to-day, the 
captain had lived in another part of town. 

The preparations to retake possession 
were made with great secrecy, and it was 
not until dawn to-day that the police were 
aware of the invasion. Patrolman O'Malley 
Saw a small schooner anchored off the 
shore when daylight broke. From the boat 
Capt. Streeter landed his men, and the pa- 
trolman telephoned Inspector Hliede!meier 
of the occurrence. The inspector resolved 
to make no move until after a conference 
with the law department of the city. and 
in consequence the invaders, or rightful 
owners, as they claim to be, were left un- 
molested while the police are trying to fig- 
ure out a campaign.

SUPPOSED TO BE A SUICIDE. 


HE WAS INCURABLY ILL AND IN 
CONSTANT PAIN. 


Landoll Was a Patient at the Baptist 
Sanitarium and His Dead Body 
Was Found Below a 

Window. ° 


From a fourth story window of the Bap- 
tist Sanitarium at Taylor avenue and Sub- 
urban tracks Albert Landoll plunged to his 
death. early Saturday morning. Circum- 
stances point to deliberate suicide. 

Landoll was 45 years old. His family, 
consisting of his wife and two sons, live 
at 1930 Morgan street. For some time* he 
had been suffering from an incurable dis- 
ease. In addition, his throat was affecied 
and he could not swallow food. He was 


in continual pain. 

He was enrolled as a patient at the sani- 
tarium four weeks ago. The superintendent, 
Dr. A. B. Wilkes, took personal charge of 
the case, but from the start he realized 
the patient was beyond medical skill. 

In .the last few days Landoil appeared 
unusually despondent, though he never in- 
timated self-destruction. He was confined 
to a ward on the north side of the sani- 
tarium. The windows face on a side roof, 
which extends outward about four feet. 

It would have been impossibie, seemingly, 
for Landoll to have fallen out of the win- 
dow. The sill is several feet from the floor 
and about three feet higher than the roof. 

About 1 o’clock Saturday morning Landoll 
was seen pacing the floor of the ward. He 
net sleep. The nurse who 
was on watch stepped out of the ward for 
When she returned Landoll 
was gone. 

One of the tients remarked that he had 
heard a lou noise as if some one had 
fallen heavily on the ground. Upon investi- 
Landoll’s body was found immedi-

THE SPEAKER OBDURATE. 


HE IS BACKED BY MR. SHERMAN 
OF NEW YORK. 


Ex-Gov. Francis Declares Union La- 
bor Favors the Fair and That 
Transit Company Officials 
Are Opposed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—An_ informal 
conference of the friends of the Louisiana 
Purchase Fair was held this morning in 
the room of the House committee on ac- 
counts, 

Champ Clark and Mr. Bartholdt reported 
that they had nearly two hundred signers 
to the petition asking Speaker Henderson 
to give time fer the consideration of the 
Lane bill. Among the signers to-day were 
Representative Janes T. Hull of Iowa, 
cheirman of the committee on military af- 
fairs: Representative Foss of Illinois, chair- 
man of naval affairs, two of the tnost promi- 
inent Republicans of the House. 

Mr. Clerk reported that there were 164 
Democraiic members present. Of these he 
had secured the signatures of 102 and he 
had not asked the other two, Bailey of 
Texas and Richardson of Tennessee, be- 
cause they are the two Democratic Repre- 
sentatives on the committee on rules. 

tepresentative Barthoidt told of one re- 
fusal, which shows how actively Represent- 
ative Sherman of New York, a:member of 
the special committee which considered the 
Lane bill, is seconding Speaker Hen- 
derson’s efforts to kill the Fair bill by re- 
fusing to let the House vote on it. Mr. 
Bartholdt presented the petition of Repre- 
sentative Louis Emerson, the Republican 
member of the Twenty-third New York Dis- 
trict. 

‘‘Wait a minute until I see Jim Sher- 
man,’ said Mr. Eanerson, He saw Sherman 
and returned to Mr. Bartholdt. 

‘|! can't sign that,’ said the New Yorker. 
“Sherman told me not to.”’ 

Representative Sherman also went to the 
speaker and told him that if he heard Joy 
and others cn the proposition to let the 
Lane bill come before the House he wanted 
a chance to be heard in cpposition to it. 

Ex-Gov. Francis, Mr. Cebb, Mr, Spencer 
and Mr. Frank are still at work upon the 
Plan of persuading the speaker to let the 
Lill pass, and by night they may be able 
tu accurately forecast the result of their 


labors. » 

When ex-tiov. Francis and Mr. Cobb 
called on Speaker Henderson yesterday 
Mr. Franzis took immediate occasion to say 
that, although he had lived in St. Louis 
3% years and »helieved his acquaintance in 
that city was as extensive as that of any 
other resident, he had no knowledge of 
Cc. E. Richter and C, Larkener Richeson, 
who had signed a protest against the 
World’s Fair bill. . 

“Mr. Speaker,’ he said, ‘I never heard of 
these men as tuxpayers, and I cannot now 
remember that 1 ever knew of such per- 
sons.”’ 

Mr. Francis, on seeing the message in the 
Washington papers, wired to St. Louis for 
some explanition of this fire in the rear. 
He also referred toa report from St. Louis 
that organized labor had taken a stand 
against the World’s Fair. The labor unions 
of St. Louis and al) their officers, Mr. 
Francis was informed, were in favoyry of the 
Fair, 

This answer was shown to Speaker Hen- 
derson. Mr. Francis also told the speaker 
that 16,000 workingmen in St. Louis were 
subscribers to the Fair fund. 

Furthermore, to make it plain that 
organized labor could have no reason to 
oppose the Fair, he told the speaker that 
leading officials of the transit company 
were opposed to the Fair, and had not sub- 
scribed to it. Under such circumstances, 
he xinted out that organized labor cer- 
tainly would not array itself on the side 
of oy transit company in opposition to the 
Fair. 


MAY NOT ADJOURN ON JUNE 6.

ARBITRATION MUST BE IN ALL 
FUTURE CITY FRANCHISES. 


DELIVERS HIS ULTIMATUM. 


Hereafter, He Says, He Will Sign No 
Ordinance Not Requiring Arbitra- 
tion in Case of Difficulty. 


Since the beginning of the street car strike 
Mayor Ziegenkein has steadfastly declined 
to make any statements. regarding the 
situ@tion, confining his published views on 
the subject to the words of his two proc- 
lamations. Saturday morning, however, he 
told the Post-Dispatch that he had been 
studying the situation at much length and 
had come to one conclusion. 

“That is’’ said the mayor, “that as long 
as I am mayor, 1 will not sign any Dill 
granting to any company or corporation any 
franchise affecting the interests of the pub- 
lic unless it contains a proviso that in case 
any difficulty arises between the com- 
pany! and its employes it be settled by arbi- 
tration. If such a proviso were a part of 
the franchise under which the street rali- 
ways of this city are now operating we 
would have no such trouble as this. I want 
the proviso for this arbitration to be so 
worded that it will revoke the franchise of 
the company if it refuses to submit to arbi- 
tration. 

‘TI don’t care whether it is a board of 
three arbitrators or more. But I want the 
arbitration clause inserted in every such biil 
before I will sign it. 

“I am with the Post-Dispatch on the arbi- 
tration proposition. It came out the first 
day and suggested arbitration for this 
strike. That is my idea of how these things 
should be settled and I have said so right 
along. 

“IT refused to sign the Central Traction 
bill twice, but it was finally passed over 
my head. And I will refuse to sign any 
other such bill that comes along unless it 
contains the proviso I have mentioned.” 


LOOKING INTO THAT SHOOTING 


Chief Desmond Is Investigating the 
Disturbance at Compton and Park 
Avenues Last Thursday Night. 


Chief of Detectives Desmond is investi- 
gating the ehooting of James S. Harding 
and Donald Watts, former transit com- 
pany men, and Herman Fichtenmeyer, a 
real estate dealer, supposedly by transit 
company employes on a car at Compton 
and Park avenues Thursday night. 

The eight employes who were arrested 


for complicity in the affair and the 
four who surrendered to the police were 
released Friday on bonds furnished by the 
transit company. 

Chief Desmond took the etatements of 
these men, eight of whom said that the 
first shots were fired from persons not on 
Four of the men said that they 
laid down under the 6eats and were un- 
abie to tell who was doing the shooting. 

Thus far the statements of ail the other 
erenenge who saw the disturbance and who 

ave testified before Chief Desmond agree 
that no shote were fired except those by 
the men on the car, that no stones were 
thrown and that there was no attempt to 
inerfere with the passage of the car. 

These statements include those of Po- 
liceman Mahoney, who was on the front 
end of the car, and adv eed the transit 
company men not to shoot; Patrick Clark. 
ex-member of the City Council, who says 
no stones were thrown before the shoot- 
ing began, and Patrick A. Reagan, clerk 
of the First District Police Court. 

William A. Brandenburger of the Lin- 
coln Trust Co. saye there wae absolutely 
no disturbance until the men on the car 
began shooting. Mr. Fichtenmeyer, who 
was dangerously wounded, made a similar 
statement to his wife. , 

James S, Harding, at the City Hospital, 
ie still in a critical condition. The doctors 
say there are symptoms of blood poison- 
ing. If he can survive for two or three 
days, they say, he may recover. Harding’s 
brother, Frederick, hae arrived from chi- 
cago, and is at the wounded man’s bed- 
side. He eays that h's aged mother, who 
lives in Nebraska, does not know of the 
shooting. Motorman Harding requested 
that the news be kept from her.

No cars on the transit company’s lines 
ran after 10 o’clock Saturday, when the po- 
lice were taken from the cars and ordered 
to their beats and to the various polling 
places for the Democratic primaries. All 
transit company lines stopped at that hour. 

The polls are open from lto 8p. m. The 
police were relieved of their street car duty 
early that they might walk home and have 
dinner and walk to their respective sta- 
tions before the opening of the polls. 

President Whitaker of the transit com- 
pany stated to the Post-Dispatch that he 
could not run the cars without police pro- 
tection. The law requires that the police 
guard the polls on all election days, and 
the police authorities claim there were rot 
officers enough to keep the polls and the car 
lines open at the same time. 

Chief Campbell announced to the Post- 
Dispatch that he would afford any protec- 
tion ,asked by the transit company for the 
operation of cars Sunday.

and Laclede avenue. This leaves the north- 
ern and southern sections entirely without 
service, the only lines provided for being 
those which virtually parallel the Subur- 
ban, 

After verging perilously near another 
strike, the Suburban employes and the 
company reached an agreement late Friday 
evening. Manager Jenkins and Chairman 
Woodworth of the grievance committee 
finally adjusted the points in controversy 
and averted a renewal of the strike. 

The strike on the transit company lines 
presents no indication of early settlement. 
Neither side has made any further over- 
tures to the other. President Whitaker says 
that the company has no new proposition to 
make, and that any proposal must come 
from the strikers. 

The most serious trouble Friday occurred 
on the Jefferson avenue line, where a strik- 
ing motorman was killed and a policeman 
and another man were wounded. 

Few Bellefontaine line and Cass avenue 
cars were run, imterference having been 
so general during the past few days. 

Late Friday afternoon a car was started 
on the Cherokee street line for the first time 
since May 8 When it reached Lemp and 
Cherokee streets a solid mass of men and 
women gathered and stalied it. After much 
persuasion the :onductor jumped down and 


cried: 

“I'm with you'’

To those who do not know the cause of 
this change {n the appearance of the sun its 
effect may seem weird and uncanny. Here 
is what will be transpiring: 

When the sun riees the moon wiil be in 
the same quarter of the heavens, but in-~- 
visible because the light given by the sun 
will fall on the side wh‘ is turned from 


the earth. 
The remembrance of a simple fact will 


make the idea of an eclipse ciear. 

Whenever we see the moon in the heavens 
it is between us and some other point in 
srace. The bricht disc of the moun hides 
something which we would see if the moor 
were not in the way. In its apparent pass- 
age through the heavens the moon some- 
times comes between the earth and the 
sun. When this occurs the phenomenon is 
called an echpse. If the sun is completely 
obscured the eclipse is called total and if 
not it is said to be partial. 

Next Monday’s eclipse will be total, as 
viewed from the Southern States, but only 
partial to St. Louis. 

According to the statements sent out from 
Weshington the eclipse wll be about nine- 
tenths total in the Atlantic States and 
about elght-tenths total in St. Louis,

Amusements—Our church has from the bcgin- 
ming of fts history insisted that dancing, play- 
ing at games of chance, attending cances, the- 
eters, horse racing, circuses, danci.@ parties or 
patronizi dancing schools and other aimuse- 
ments, which cannot be used in thee name of 
the Lord Jesus are perilous to the espiritual 
life and influence of the members of our 
church, and enervating to the spiritual power 
of the church in the great work of saving souls. 

‘*The tendency in social circles toward world- 
ly and dangerous amusements was pever strong- 
er than it is at the present time, and there- 
fore we deem it wise to reaffirm our higtoric 
attitude upon this subject and urge cur people 
to abstain from and bear unwavering testimony 
against all amusements and diversions which 
endanger Christian life and depress the spirit- 
ual power of the church. This advice must not 
be interpreted as the waiving of the churen’s 
right to call to account any one who continues 
to indulge those diversions which cannot be 
used in the name of the lord Jesus. 

“The regulation itself is a dead letter 
over a large past of our church,”’ said Dr. 
Raymond. “It cultivates duplicity and thus 
undermines the fundamental principle of 
truth in our church. Thus we compromise 
all other virtues.”’ 

Dr. Raymond also said that from the 
study of pedagogy a point could be made 
in favor of taking the ban from the amuse- 
ments. 

“We strike a point about the sixteenth 
year of age where the will appears. If we 
would follow nature we cannot build a 
fence around man, for he rebels.”’ 

Dr. E. J. Gray of Willlamsport, Pa., also 
spoke in favor of the majority report. Dr. 
Buckley was then recognized. ‘The Jes- 
uits, Lutherans and Church of England 
never allow the people to dance or to go to 
the theater for the 40 days during Lent, 
but they da not have any laws on the sub- 
ject,” he said. ‘“‘It is not said to any man, 
‘Thou shalt not, but the moral force of the 
body, together with the religious exercises, 
cause their people to abstain during Lent. 
I believe Methodists can abstain all the 
year. The putting of this list in the pres- 
ence of young people is a foe to sound, 
genuine conyersion.”’ 

Dr. J. W. Bashford argued for the ma- 
jority report saying it intended no dif- 
ference in the ke ple, but simply a dif- 
ference in method. Amid a wild clamor 
for recognition, the previous question was 
ordered.

Are Very Light. 


CHICAGO, May %2%.—Concerning Ger- 
many’s antagonistic legislation against 
American live stock and meats, M. F. Hor- 
ine, statistician for the Chicago stock 
yards, said to-day: 

‘So far as the general live stock mar- 
kets of the United States are concerned, 
Germany’s action cuts no figure. Her trade 
in animals and meats from this country is 
comparatively insignificant, and neither 
German prices nor German legislation have 
any appreciable influence on market values 
here. On the very day when the prohibi- 
tive measure was passed by the Reichstag 
the prices for all' kinds of Hive stock rose 
on the Chicago market, and neither buyers 
nor sellers paid any attention to it. The 


prices of live stock are governed solely 
by the law of demand and supply, and the 
demand from Germany has never been a 
sufficient factor in the market to affect 
quotations in the least. 

‘During the five years, 1894 to 1898, inclu- 
sive, the exports of meats and meat ani- 
mals from the United States to Germany 
have averaged only 2.8 per cent of the total 
exportations of those commodities. 

The total value of such exports to Ger- 
many during the five years named was 
only $15,700,000, whereas, during the same 
period our exports of meats and meat anl- 
mals to England amounted to $607,977,000 in 
value, in comparison with which the Ger- 
man figures appear very semall.

THIS IS NOT PARTISANSHIP. 


In his dictated interview, published in the Friday Post-Dis- 
patch, Senator Hale makes another telling assault upon the 
policy of imperialism. 

He returns once more to the charge made on the floor of the 
Senate that powerful financial influences were at work to per- 
petuate American control of Cuba. This, in Mr. Hale’s 
opinion, is a “great danger of the future.” 

The Senator seems to be emphatically opposed to the entire 
colonial scheme. “I should have felt the same way if the 
scandalous disclosures of corruption had not appeared,’’ says 
Mr. Hale, “and I am still more in favor of it (evacuation of 
the island) since their appearance. I am afraid we have not 
got to the bottom of them yet. By and by the same thing 
will appear elsewhere—in Hawaii and in the Philippines—and 
wherever we undertake the colonial experiment.” 

This is not prejudice. Mr. Hale fs a Republican in good 
standing. He cannot be accused of blind partisanship. He 
reflects the sober conviction of those Americans of all parties 
who see in colonialism the “great danger of the future.”

IVEN a boy of 14 years, who has &

terial for an athlete. No lad should 

go into training prior to that age, because 

of the probability of straining undevelaped 
muscles and tendons. 

Although there are individual exceptions 
to all ruies, the lad who accepts the follow- 
ing suggestions may be sure that he is 
working in the right direction. 

THE SPRINT. 

The short and long dashes, 1. e., the 100 
and 220 yards, require a greater care.and 
nicer mastery of “farm” than any other 
event in track athletics. 

First of all things, immediately discard 
that old saying, “Breathe through yous 
nostrils."”” Open your mouth wide, breathe 
through it and see how much your “wind” 
will ‘‘lengthen.’’ 

The time it takes you to start from the 
mark is the time it takes your brain to 
recagnize the sound of the pistol and flash 
its message to the muscles of your legs. As 
your brain gets more accustomed to this 
signaling, the time will be shortened. Thus 
it follows that continual practice will con- 
stantly diminish this time. 

For the sprints, the ‘‘crouching” style 
must be adopted. Place your hands, with 
tne fingers extended laterally ta increase 
the spring, upon the starting line. Place the 
starting foot (usually the left) about five 
inches back of the line with the right knee 
resting on the ground opposite the left in- 
step. At the words, ‘“‘Get set,”’ look straight 
forward down the track and raise the right 
knee gradually. You will thus be in motion 
forward and can get off with the pistol. 
During the first two strides the head and 
shoulders should be coming up. At the 
third step the runner should be in an erect 
position;in full stride with the body bent 
very slightly forward and the chin well 
out. Swing the arms across the body rather 
than with it. Make the stride natural. We- 
fers has a nine-foot stride, but this is ex- 
ceptional, and accords with his height. 
Strike on the balls of your feet and lift your 
knees high. Run as if there were a taut 
string between your feet and do not let 
either of them ever cross It.

Never start by word of mouth, If a pis- 
tol ds not available get some one to start 
you by clapping the hands.

fore it. ; 
MIDDLE DISTANCES. 

In training for the middle distances, the 
quarter and thalf mile runs, the work 
should be started with cross country work, 
Begin your track work fully six weeks be- 
fore the prospective meet. Go into your 
work gradually and when settled in train- 
ing do a longer and a shorter distance than 
your speviaity, on alternate days. Do a 
furlong at speed twice a week and run a 
trial every nine days. If your eyes and 
mouth become drawn or if you are uncer 
your weight, lay off for two days. If you 
are then still ‘‘tired,’’ you are overtrained, 
Break training for a week. 

To be a crack middle distance runner you 
must make yourself an expert judge of 
pace. This is as invaluable to you as to 
a jockey. To attain perfection in this have 
some one hold a watch on you at all 
trials. 

The start is optional. Such men as 
Burke, Boardman, Kilpatrick and Hollister 
use a standing start. Learn to distribute 
your speed at points in the race where it 
will tell, and above all learn where to start 
your sprint for the final run in the stretch. 
Many a man has been caught at the tape 
because he was “all out’’ from too pro- 
tracted a spurt. 

Even if you are hopelessly beaten run the 
race out have known ‘“Mike’’ Murphy, 
the noted Yale and Pennsylvania College 
trainer, to condemn a man as “sandless”’ 
who quit as soon as the first three men 
had finished. 

Beware of the man who starts out at 
sprint speed in running the half. Stay at 
the head of the bunch, but don’t go out 
after that man. He is either a decoy or a 
world-beater or he doesn’t know his bus'- 
ness. He will probably ‘‘die in the stretch” 
and you won’t be laughed at. 

In running any race never look back and 
in training never handle hearvy weights. 
Do not wear tight running pants, but allow 
your knees perfect freedom. 

Your running shoes should fit like a glove. 
“Piper’’ Donovan, the professional, spent 
over five minutes putting on his shoes be- 
for he ran 100 yards in the credited time 
of 9 3-5 seconds,

TWO MEN HURT IN A MYSTERI-

‘No One Knows What Exploded, but

SOME INCIDENTS OF ARCHBISH- 
OP KAIN’S PILGRIMAGE, 


CONSECRATION CELEBRATION. 


Father Phelan’s Interesting Account of 
the Episcopal Party Over the 
Sea to Naples. 


Archbishop John J. Kain of 8t. Louis 
celebrated the 25th anniversary of his con- 
secration as bishop in Rome Thursday, 
Prelates prominent in the United States 
and Rome attended the jubilee ceremonies. 
Conspicuous among the St. Louis priests 
were Father David S. Phelan, editor of 
the Western Watchman, and Father Tracy, 
assistant »astor of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s 
Church, 

During the voyage to Naples Archbishop 
Kain and Father Tracy were seasick for a 
few days, 

Father Phelan has written a long and in- 
teresting letter describing the voyage. Ex- 
tracts follow: 

““We ‘had intended stopping at Monte Ca- 
Sino and spending the evening and night 
at that famous Benedictine monastery, but 
a storm came up just as we were ap- 
proaching the station, and as the journey 
by carriage would take two hours we 
thought we would go on to Rome. We 
were very sorry to miss the opportunity 
of seeing the home of St. Benedict and the 
Benedictines; the archbishop was particu- 
larly so, as this was the second attempt 
his grace has made and missed for the 
Same cause. This is the only monastery 
in all Itaiy spared by the Italian Govern- 
ment, and that merey was shown only af- 
ter all the crowned heads in Europe had 
petitioned for it, in behalf of history and 
Civi ization. The abbot is an American, who 
pad to become an Italian citizen in order to 
old the property in the King’s name.

Ossawatomie, at North Elba, N. Y. These; 
facts, however, were not considered by the 
persons who placed the stone on the track. 
It was chosen through a sort of natura! 
selection, being the biggest and heaviest 
obstruction that cou!d be found. 

The United States mail cars run on the 
west track of the Broadway cable line.

In the way of an obstruction it is the 
hottest thing in St. Louis, not in a slang 
sense, but literally.
